These facts show the drift of things 
all along the line. 

We add some items of progress not 
in the shape of real-estate sales. The 
San Luis Qbispo Tripune, advocating 
the construction of sewers, says: 
„We have now an assessed valuation 
of $1,000,000 and a debt of $17,500. In 
five years our assessed valuation will 
probably be $10,000,000. An expendi- 
ture of $100,000 would be crushing, 
perhaps confiscating, to the $1,000,000, 
but it would be trifling to the $10,00,000. 
Besides, it is imperatively necessary 
that we have the sewers, and we may
